THE  DIVKKIIKM  K  BETWEEN  A  CV- 

CI.OAK  AMI  A  TORNADO. 

The  difference  botweeu  a  cyclone  aud  a 
tornado  is  doflnetl  by  Mr.  Wdliam  Ferris, 
of  the  United  SUiee  Coast  Survey,  to  be 
this:  "A  ejeloue  ie  usualfy  a  brood,  flat, 
gv  rating  disk  of  atmoaphcrc,  very  much 
greater  in  widtli  th.au  altitude  ;  a  tornado  is 
a  column  of  gyratiug  air,  tfte  altitude  of 
which  ia  several  time*  greater  tluu  its 
diameter.  Cyehmee  are  born  of  conditions 
extending  over  large  areas  ;  tornadoes  de¬ 
pend  rather  npou  tin  vertical  relations  of 
the  atmosphere,  and  occur  when,  owing  to 
local  changes  of  tcmperatgye,  (he  under 
strata  of  air  bunds  up  tbroi$fb  the  overlv. 
iug  strata.  Tbe  enormous  velocities  of  the 
asccn.Lng  currents  of  tornadoes  are  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  caused  by  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  the  gyrating  rslocitSe*  above  and 
those  on  the  fliirfato,  It  js  tl.ese  ascendiug 
currents  which  carry  up  tjrtq  vast  bodies  of 
water  afterward  precipdaledj  in  the  form  of 
a  deluge  of  ruin.  The  water  is  sometimes 
kept  tram  fadiug  by  the  asceuding  current i, 
and  ie  often  projected  out  side  of  tho  area  of 
tbe  tomaib>,  leu  it  falls  in  a  gentle  shower 
over  a  larger  are*.  When  the  weight  of  the 
water  overbears  the  force  of  the  ascending 
currents,  there  occurs  the  tremendous  fall  of 
rain  known  a*  a  cloud  burst  When  the 
area  of  a  t  >niado  ie  very  small,  a  land  spout 
or  wat-  r  spout  may  he  formed,  according  as 
it  is  over  land  or  water.  The  width  of 
UtcMi  cpbnu  ranges  *hetw«on  two  feet  and 
two  hundred,  and  thair  height  from  thirty 
to  one  thousand  five  hundred  feet.  A 
while  M-piidl  is  au  invisible  spout,  formed 
when  the  dew  poiut  is  low.  The  occom- 
panyiug  cloud  is  invisible  becanae  of  its 
hoight,  lent  b-jlow  there  is  a  raging  and  boil¬ 
ing  sea,  with  a  gyratiug  current  of  air 
above  it.  Ljind  spouts  aud  water  spouts 
or«  huflow."

And  he  took  isg.U  procee  L’ngs,  the  result 
of  which  was  that  fi>e  king  had  to  rebuild 
the  mill  and  pay  a  e'x>d  sum  of  money  be¬ 
sides  in  oompenaaiiuat.
